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a+ A Proclamation for ſetling the 


Plantation of Virginia. 


—Hereas the Colonie of Virginia, Planted by the hands of Our 


A molt deare Father of bieſſed memoꝛy, foꝛ the pꝛopagation of Chꝛiſtian 
Religion the increaſe of Trade, and the enlarging of his Royall Em- 
Spire, hath not hitherto pꝛoſpered lo happilp, as was hoped and deſired, 
A great occaſion whereof his late Maieſty tonteiued to be, foꝛ that the 
gouernment of that Colony was committed to the Company of Vir- 
ginia, entoꝛpoꝛated of a multitude of perſons of ſeuerall diſpoſitions, 
amonalt whom the affaires of greateſt moment were, and muſt be ru⸗ 
8 led by the greater number of Uotes and Uopces; And therekoꝛe his 
late Maieſtie, out of His great Wiſedome and depth of Judgement, 
did deſire to reſume that popular gouerument, and acco2dingly the 
Letters Patents of that Pncozpozation, were by his Highneſle direction ima Legall courſe 
queſttoned, and thereupon tudicially repealcd, and adiudged to bec voyde; wherein his Mates 
ſttes ayme was —— , to reduce that gouerument into ſucha right courſe ,as night beſt agree 
with that fozme which was held in the reſtof his Royall Monarchy, and was not inteuded by 
him, to take away, oꝛ impeach the particular Pntereſt ofany pztnuacte Plantoz, o2 Aduenturer,no2 
to alter the ſaine,otherwiſe then ſhould be of neceſſity foꝛ the good ofthe publigue: And wheras 
Ve continue the like care of thoſe Colonies and Plantations, as Our late deare Father did, and 
vpon deliberate aduite and conſideration are ofthe ſame Judgement that Our laid Father was 
of, foꝛ the gouernment ofthat Colony of Virginia; Now leſt the appzehenſion of fozmer perſonail 
differences,which haue heretofoze happened (the remuing and continuing whereof Wee vtterly 
diſallow, and ſtrictly foꝛbid) might diſtract the unades of the Plantoꝛs and Adventurers, oꝛ the 
opinion, that Me wouldneglect thoſe Plantations, might diſcourage men to goe o2ſendthither, a 
fo hinder the perfecting ofthat wozke,wherin we hold the honoz of Our deare Father deceaſed. 
and Our owne honour to be deeply engaged; We haue thought fit to declare and by Dur Nopal 
Pꝛotlamation to publiſh Our owne Judgement, and reſolution in theſe things. which by Gods 
aſſiſtance Wee purpole conſtantly to purluc. Aud therefoꝛe Mee doe by theſe pꝛeſents publiſh and 
declare to all Our louing Dubtects, and to the whole woꝛld that Wee hold thoſe Territozies of 
Virginia andthe Sommer- llands, ds alſo that of Ne England, Where Our Colonies arc already plan- 
ted, z within the limits # bounds wherof, Our late deare Father vy His Letters Patents, vnder 
Hts great Deale of England, rematning of Kecozd, hath giuen leaue andliberty to His Subtectsto 
plant and inhabite, to be a part of Dur Royall Empire, deſcended, vpon Us and vndoubted!y be- 
longing and appertaining vnto Us, And that We hold Dur ſelfe alwell bound by Our Regal of- 
fice,to p:otect , maintaine, and ſuppozt the fame, and are ſo reſolued to doe, asany other part of 
Our Dominions : | | 
Andthat Our full reſolution is, to the end that there may be one vnifozme courſe of Gouern⸗ 
ment, in, and thꝛongh all Dur whole Monarcpie, That the Gouernment ofthe Colonie of Wir- 
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ginia (Hall immediatly depend bpon Our Selfe, and not be committedto any Company 02 Coz- 
poꝛation, to whom it may be pꝛoper to truſt matters of Trade and Commerce, but cannot bee 
fit oꝛ ſake to communicate theozderingofState-affaires, be they of neuer ſo meane :onſequence: 
And that therefoꝛe Wee haue determined, That Our Commiiſſioners fo2 thoſe A.Faires, chall 
pꝛoceed acco2ding to the tenoꝛ of Our Commiſſion directed vnto them, vntil Wee (hall declare 
Our further pleaſure therein. Nenertheleſſe nge doe herby declare, That wee are reſolned, 
with as much conuenient expedition, as Our Akaires of greater impoꝛtauce Will giue leaue, to 
eſtabliſh a Councell, conſiſting of a few perſons of vnderſtanding aud qualitie, to whom voc will 
giue truſt foꝛ the immediate care of the Affaires of that Colony, and who thall be anſweravle 
to Us foꝛ their pꝛoteedings, and in matters of greater moment, ſhall be ſuboꝛdinate and atten⸗ 
dant vnto Our Pꝛiuie Countell heere; And that We will alſo eſtabliſh another Counccll to be 
reſident in Virginia, Who ſhall be ſuboꝛdinateto Dur Councell here foꝛ that Colonie; and that at 
Our owne charge We will matntaine thoſe publique Officers and Miniſters, and that ſtrength 
of Men, Munition, and Foztification, as ſhall be fit and neceſſary foꝛ the defence of that Plan- 
tation, and will by any courſe that (ſhall be deſired of Us, ſettle and aſſure the particular rights 
and intereſts of euerp Planter and Aduenturer, in any of thoſe Territozies, Which ſhall deſire 
the ſame, to gine them fall ſatiſfaction foꝛ their quiet and aſſured enioying thereof. 
And laſtly, whereas it is agreed on all ſides, that the Tobacco of thoſe plantations of Virginia 
andthe sommer lllands (Which is the onely pꝛelent meanes foꝛ their lub ſiſting) cannot be managed 
koꝛ the good ot the Plantations, vnleſſe it be bꝛought into one hand, whereby the fozreigne To⸗ 
bacco may be carefully kept out, and the Tobacco of theſe Plantations may yeeld acertaine and 
ready pꝛite to the owners thereof, Wee doe hereby declare, That to auoid all differences and 
contraricty of opinions, which will hardly be reconciled amongſt the Planters and Aduenturers 
themſclucs, We are reſolued to take the fame into Dur owie hands, and by Our ſeruants oz 
Agents foꝛ Us, to giue ſuch paces to the Planters and Aduenturers foꝛ the ſame . as may giue 
them reaſonable ſatiſfaction and encouragement; but of the maner thereof, wee will determine 
hereafter at better leiſure: And when We ſhall haue concluded the lame, We ſhall expect, that 
all Our louing Subiects will readily confoꝛme themlelues thercunto. 

And in the meane time, becauſe the impoꝛtation and vle of foꝛreigne Tobacco, which is not of 
the growth ofthoſe Plantations, oz ont of them, will viſibly # aſſuredly vndermine and deſtroy 
tote Plantations, by taking away the meanes of their ſubſiſtence, We doe hereby ſtrictly charge 
and command, That Our late Pꝛoclamation, bearing date the ninth day of Apꝛil laſt, intituled, 
(A Proclamation touching Tobacco) [hall in all points and parts thereok, be ducly and ſtrictly obſer- 
ued, vpon paine of Dur high diſpleaſure, and ſuch furtherpenaltics and puniſhments, as by the 
ſayd Pꝛoclàmation are to be inflicted vpon the offenders, And we doc hereby aduiſe all Our lo⸗ 
uing Subiects, and all others whom it may concerne, not to aduenture the bꝛeach of our Royall 
Commandement in any of the pzemiſles, We being fully relolued, vpon noimpozcunitte 02 inter⸗ 
teſſion whatloeuer, to releaſe oz remit the deſeruedpuniſhment of ſuch, as ſhall dare to offend a⸗ 

gainſt the ſame, ſeeing We holde not Our Selfe onely, but Our people intended herein,
